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THIS 1S UNEVALUATED INFORMATION 


On 16 December approximately one rewiment of Chinese Communists arrived at 
the Ok Hung coal mine (near Pyongyang on the Chongjun rond). Half the 
regiment was unarmed, and apneared to be waiting for sunplies. 


On the morning of 17 December approximately 3000 heavily armed Chineee 
Communist troops, equivped with artillery of an undetermined and caliber, 
moved from Kangdong (176-06, 39-08) to concealad positions on the slopes 
of the mountain ridges near Sangwon (176-06, 28-51). On 18 December these 
troops moved south to an unknown destination, 


On 17 December anproximately 1300 Chinese Communiate were concentrated in 
the hills and mountains near Mount Koya, anproximately ? kilometers east of 
Sangha-ri, midway between Chunghwa (125-47, 38-52) and Rwangju (175-46, 
38-40). The forces are rumored to have arrived in the area on 15 December. 
Thirteen Soviet tanks are camouflaged on the slopes of Mount Koya. 


On 18 December a Chinese Communist sunply train of 12 motor vehicles and 
10 horse carts was in the mountains 3 kilometers north of Penggzong-ni 
(126-05, 38-37), and one battalion of North Korean troops and three Soviet 
tanks vere 1 kilometer southeast of Pangrong-ni on the way to Chisan~-ni 
(126-02, 38-38). 


On the morning of 18 December one regiment of Chinese Communist troops was 
moving in the direction of Sinmak at Songwol-1li (176-19, 38-27). The 
convoy included 23 motor vehicles, 35 ox carts and 7 field artillery oleces 
of undetermined caliber. Approximately 1000 North Korean troops were 
billeted at civilian houses in Sonewol-1i, 
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
